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PREFACE. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health,  Housing 
and  Public  Assistance  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1947. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  dur- 
ing the  year  was  the  lowest  on  record,  being  43.4  per  1000 
births  compared  with  44.01  in  1946.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  during  1947  was  41.0. 

The  number  of  births  during  the  year  was  3340  as  com- 
pared with  2952  in  1946,  the  birth  rates  being  20  per  1000 
of  the  population  in  1947  and  17.8  in  1946.  There  was  a de- 
crease in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  during  the  year — 
6.37  per  1000  births  against  8.09  im  1946. 

The  position  in  regard  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  is 
satisfactory.  To  maintain  the  high  percentage  of  immunised 
children  in  the  County,  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  impress 
upon  parents  the  value  of  immunisation. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  assistance 
and  I also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  advice  so  readily 
given  me  at  all  times  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  and  conscientious  services  rendered  by  my  own  staff, 
medical,  dental,  nursing  and  clerical.

Heart  Disease  continues  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  death. 
There  were  614  deaths  recorded  in  1947,  as  compared  with 
589  in  1946.  The  number  represented  a percentage  of  27  5 
of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes  and  was  equivalent  to  a 
death-rate!  of  3 6 per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 

An  examination  of  the  age  groups  reveals  that  of  the  614 
deaths  due  to  heart  disease  477  or  776  per  cent  occurred 
amongst  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  heart 
disease  at  various  age  periods.  The  figures  for  1947  and  the

Deaths  from  Cancer 'during  1947  accounted  for  344  or  1 5'4 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  mortality 
rate  is  equivalent  to  20  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population 
During  the  previous  year  there  were  343  deaths  from  Cancer, 
being  15  7 per  cent  of  total  deaths.

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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  death  rates  are  crude 
rates  and  are  not  corrected  or  standardised  for  the  age  and  sex 
constitution  of  the  population  of  the  County.

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  5 maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  as  com- 
pared with  8 in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Maternal 
Mortality  rate  of  14  per  1000  (live  and  still)  births. 

Each  Maternal  Death  is  investigated  as  a matter  of  rout- 
ine. The  investigations  are  carried  out  by  the  County  Ob- 
stetric Officer;  Superintendent  Heath  Visitor;  and  the  Health 
Visitors.  Confidential  reports  on  the  circumstances  of  death 
are  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1947  was  43  4 per  1000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  4404  in  1946,  and  is  0 8 per  1000 
lower  than  the  record  figure  attained  in  1944.  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  was  4T0. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  Table  II,  that  the 
chief  causes  of  infant  deaths  are  “prematurity”  and  the  group 
“ congenital  malformation,  birth  injury.”

The  notifications  numbered  149  during  the  year,  as  com- 
pared with  157  the  previous  year.  There  were  2 deaths  in 
1946  but  none  in  1947. 

Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  notifications!  of  Diphtheria  in  1947  was  the 
lowest  on  record,  and  there  was  only  one  death  registered  as 
due  to  this  cause.  The  notifications  numbered  25,  as  com- 
pared with  38  in  1946  and  86  and  1 death  in  1945.

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 


Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  in  the  County,  by  the  Assistant  County 
Medical  Officers.  Few  cases  are  immunised  privately  by  gen- 
eral practitioners,  but  it  has  been  found  to  be  very  difficult  to 
obtain  a return  of  the  number  so  immunised. 

Every  opportunity  is  taken  by  means  of  posters,  circulars, 
etc.,  to  impress  upon  the  parents  the  importance  of  getting  their 
children  immunised.  Talks  are  given  at  the  clinics  and  schools 
and  the  Health  Visitors  pay  special  visits  to  the  homes  of  in- 
fants due  to  be  immunised.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

69  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  67  in  the  previous  year.  15  deaths 
from  non-pulmonary  causes  were  registered,  compared  with  12 
in  1946. 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1930 
185  primary  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
69  deaths  were  registered.  There  were  also  6 new  cases  which 
came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  other- 
wise than  by  formal  notification.  Of  other  forms  of  Tuber- 
culosis 35  cases  were  notified  and  4 deaths  registered.  4 Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification. 

It  will  be  noted  from  Table  VI  that  though  there  is  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  on  the 
County  Tuberculosis  Register  the  number  of  deaths  per  annum 
for  the  last  six  years  has  been  more  or  less  constant.  This 
is  no  doubt  due  to  better  facilities  for  diagnosis  and  the  im- 
provement in  the  examination  of  Contacts. 

The,  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis on  the  County  Registers  and  Deaths  and  the  death  rates 
per  million  of  the  population  in  the  County  and  England  and 
Wales  since  1936.

The  County  Almoner  attends  the 
clinics  and  reports  to  the  Committee  for  the  After  Care  of 
Tuberculosis  Patients  any  patient  requiring  assistance.

For  five  months  of  the  year  Ruabon  Maternity  Hospital 
and  Gladwyn  Maternity  Home  carried  on.

On  June  9th  Trevalyn  Manor  Maternity  Home  was  opened 
to  patients  and  from  that  date  to  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  536  admissions  and  500  births. 

A resident  Medical  Officer  (Dr.  C.  F.  Lucas)  was  appointed 
at  Trevalyn  and  she  assisted,  ably,  at  the  East  Denbighshire 
clinics. 
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The  arrangements  for  admission  of  some  cases  from  West 
Denbighshire  to  Colwyn  Bay  Maternity  Home  under  Dr. 
McKendrick  remained  unchanged.  The  various  voluntary 
hospitals,  Denbigh,  Chirk  and  Llangollen  used  their  accommod- 
ation to  the  limit.  Croesnewydd  and  Ruthin  Hospitals  carried 
on  as  before. 

With  the  take  over  of  hospital  accommodation  by  the  Reg- 
ional Board  in  the  future  the  question  of  home  or  hospital 
confinements  depends,  not  on  doctors  or  midwives  but  on  the 
availability  of  home  helps  and  new;  houses.  It  is  obvious  that 
it  is  going  to  be  extremely  difficult  to  secure  the  services  of 
sufficient  home  helps.  So  that  more  patients  have  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  hospital  and  thus  more  hospital  accommodation  has 
to  be  made  available.  Meantime  the  midwife  in  each  district 
has  fewer  cases  for  home  confinement.  It  is  a vicious  circle  de- 
pending on  home  helps.

Report  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Roberts. 

“ In  presenting  my  figures  for  1947,  I would  like  to  call 
attention  to  one  or  two  points.  Firstly,  the  number  of  patients 
examined  and  treated,  although  only  slightly  higher  than  last 
year  would,  in  my  opinion,  have  been  higher  still  but  for  the 
very  bad  weather  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  when  a1  number 
of  clinics  had  unavoidably  to  be  cancelled.  Secondly,  the  num- 
ber of  extractions  done  compared  with  fillings  is  still  far  too 
high  and  will  not  be  remedied  until  we  have  ourl  promised  in- 
crease in  staff.  Thirdly,  the  conditions  prevailing  in'  som)e  of 
our  clinics  calls  for  attention  and  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  en- 
suing year  it  will  be1  possible  to  catch  up  with  general  repairs, 
painting  and  decorating,  and  with  the  installation  of!  the  addit- 
ional equipment  required.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WORK  OF  THE  NORTH 
WALES  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  BLIND  IN  THE  COUNTY 
OF  DENBIGH  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  MARCH, 

1948. 


The  Society  employs  three  full-time  and  two  part-time 
Certificated  Home  Teachers  in  the  County,  and  at  March  31st, 
1948  they  were  responsible  to  the  Society  for  the  care  and  wel- 
fare of  432  Registered  Blind  Persons.  The  duties  of  the 
Home  Teachers  include  regular  and  systematic  visits,  additional 
visits  in  the  urgent  and  special  cases,  those  ini  need  of  hospital 
treatment,  etc.,  applications  for  domiciliary  assistance  and 
grants  in  kind  such  as  clothing,  boots,  visits  to  Ophthalmic  Sur- 
geons and  the  provision  of  spectacles,  wireless  repairs,  seed  pot- 
atoes for  enthusiastic  gardeners  and  allotment  holders.  The 
Home  Teachers  also  include  where  necessary  the  teaching  of 
Braille  and  Moon  and  Pastime  occupations. 

The  Society’s  Necessitous  Grants  Committee  dealt  with  138 
applications,  submitted  by  the  Home  Teachers  on  behalf  of  the 
Blind,  all  the  applications  were  sanctioned,  the  total  cost  amoun- 
ting to  £160  which  was  paid  out  of  the  Society’s  General  Charity 
Fund.  In  addition  to  this  sum,  the  cost  of  providing  White 
Sticks,  Library  Books,  Equipment  and  Materials  for  Home 
Teachers  was  also  borne  by  the  Society.  The  cost  of  postage 
on  Library  Books  both  to  and  from  the  Blind  Person  is  borne 
by  the  Society. 

The  Social  Centre  at  Wrexham  continues  to  give  good  ser- 
vice weekly  to  the  Blind  persons  in  that  area.  Social  Teas, 
Games,  Lectures,  etc.,  are  proyided  free,  the  whole  cost  of  run- 
ning this  centre  is  borne  by  the  Society.  Another  Social  Cen- 
tre has  been  opened  at  Colwyn  Bay,  this  is  also  proving  a boon 
to  the  blind.  Both  centres  are  supervised  by  a voluntary 
committee  of  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the  Home  Teachers  con- 
cerned render  every  possible  assistance  which  ensures  the  suc- 
cess of  these  two  centres.  Motor  Tours  for  the  Blind  are 
also'  organised  in  Wrexham  and  District,  also  for  the  residents 
at  the  Llys  Onnen  Home  for  the  Blind  of  Abergele  and  Colwyn 
Bay. 

The  Llys  Onnen  Home  continues  to  function  very  satis- 
factorily, the  accommodation  is  fully  booked  for  8 months  of 
the  year.  The  largest  number  of  holiday  residents  are  from  Den- 
bighshire. The  Llys  Onnen  Sub-Committee  meets  monthly  at 
the  Home,  and  owing  to  the  interest  taken  by  this  Committee 


the  blind  are  assured  of  a warm  welcome  and  their  needs  are 
immediately  dealt  with. 

Electric  and  Battery  Wireless  Sets,  are  issued  free  through 
the  generosity  of  the  British  “ Wireless  for  the  Blind  ” Fund. 
The  cost  of  repairs  and  replacements  such  as  Batteries  and 
Accumulators  is  borne  by  the  Society. 

A Christmas  Gift  of  10/-  was  presented  to  each  Blind 
Person  in  the  County,  this  gift  is  made  possible  from  the  coll- 
ection made  at  the  various  schools  of  three  North1  Wales  Coun- 
ties. All  expenses — printing  envelopes  and  list  of  previous 
subscriptions  and  postages  are  borne  by  the  Society.  In  ad- 
dition the  Focal  Authority  allowed  a Christmas  Gift  to  each 
blind  person  in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assistance. 

At  March  31st,  1948,  262  Blind  Persons  and  7 Transfer 
cases  were  in  receipt  of  the  Unemployable  Blind  Grant,  the  in- 
crease in  number  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  County  Council 
agreed  to1  raise  the  minimum  income  of  a blind  person.  The 
cost  to  the  Council  for  the  twelve  months  and  subject  to  Audit, 
being  £10,514  8s.  6d.  Postages  and  Poundage  £166  9s.  9d. 
The  Grants  are  sent  out  regularly  every  fortnight  from  the 
Society’s  Headquarters  at  Bangor.  During  the  year,  8,954 
Postal  Orders  and  1,494  cheques  were  dispatched.  House- 
holders in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assistance  also  received  a Win- 
ter coal  allowance  of  3/6d.  per  week  for  a period  of  26  weeks. 
In  addition,  a sum  of  £189  ls.Od.  was  expended  on  Sick  Grants. 

The  Agreement  made  between  the  Society,  the  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  and  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind 
continues  to  work  amicably  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Society. 

The  Crosville  Motor  Services  Limited  issue  Bus  Vouchers 
to  a large  number  of  Blind  Persons  in  the  County.  The  cost 
of  the  vouchers  is  2/6d.  each  and  is  a boon  to  the  Blind. 

There  are  4 Permanent  Resident^  from  the  County  at  Llys 
Onnen. 

In  Denbighshire  there  are  13  Home  Workers,  one  in)  Work- 
shop and  a number  of  Pastime  Workers.

REPORT  OF  COUNTY  ALMONER  FOR  1947. 


I 

The  year  1947  saw  a change  in  the  Almoner’s  Department 
as  Miss  Fox1  Taylor,  who  had  been  with  the  County  since  1944 
left  and  Miss  Williamson  was  appointed  her  successor. 

The  work  for  the  T.B.  and  V.  D.  patients  has  continued 
along  very  much  the  same  lines.  For  the  T.  B.  patients,  ex- 
planation and  help  has  been  given  in  their  applications  to  bene- 
fit under  the  Government  Scheme  of  treatment  allowances,  and 
those  in  receipt  of  allowances  have  been  visited  regularly  in 
their  own  homes.  Those  who  are  not  entitled  to  the  Govern- 
ment grant  have  been  in  suitable  cases  referred  to  the  County 
After-Care  Committee  for  Tuberculosis  patients  for  grants  in 
kind.  Patients  have  also  been  helped  with  clothing,  bedding 
and  invalid  furniture  and  those  that  are  badly  housed  have 
been  referred  to  the  appropriate  housing  committees  to  be  re- 
housed whenever  possible.  Those  who  were  considered  fit  for 
work  have  been  helped  in  co-operation  with  the  rehabilitation 
Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  to  obtain  suitable  employ- 
ment. Unfortunately  this  has  proved  difficult  in  this  County 
as  there  is  little  light  work  and  only  one  small  sheltered  factory 
for  all  types  of  disabled  persons. 

The  Almoner  has  also  attended  the  Female  V.D.  Clinic 
at  the  Wrexham  War  Memorial  Hospital.  Defaulters  from 
treatment  at  the  clinic  have  been  followed-up  by  letters  and 
home  visits.  Also  persons  referred  as  contacts  under  “ 33B  ” 
have  been  visited  and  attendance  urged  at  the  clinic,  only  one 
of  these  has  failed  to  attend,  although  difficulty  has  been  ex- 
perienced in  seeing  they  make  regular  attendances.

As  will  be  observed  from,  the  above  table,  71  retail,  and  6 
“ on  delivery  ” samples  of  milk  were  certified  by  the  Public 
Analyst  as  being  “ not  genuine  ” by  reason  of  their 
failure  to  attain  the  standard  of  fat,  or  of  solids-not-fat 
prescribed  by  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations.  The  major  por- 
tion of  those  comprised  samples  involving  deficiences  too  min- 
ute to  justify  any  further;  action,  and  in  six  instances  “on  de- 
livery ” or  “ appeal-to-cow  ” samples  eliminated  the  originals. 
In  several  cases  cautions  were  administered,  or  advice  tendered. 
Five  samples  of  milk  were  the  subject  of  prosecutions,  and  the 
three  remaining  samples  are  at  the  moment  under  consideration 
with  a view  to  prosecution. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  samples  of  milk  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst,  71  informal  samples  of  milk  were 
tested  at  the  Wrexham  and  Colwyn  Bay  Offices  on  behalf  of 
farmers  and  dairymen,  and  for  preliminary  information. 

The  Milk  supplied  to  the  Children’s  Homes,  Public  Assist- 
ance Institutions,  Schools  and  certain  Hospitals  in  the  County 
was  also  periodically  examined. 

An  informal,  and  also  a formal  sample'  of  Pepper  obtained 
from  the  same  Vendor  proved  to  be  pepper  substitute  which  had 
been  sold  in  error.  The  responsible  parties  were  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample!  of  Self  Raising  Flour  was  deficient  in 
Carbon  Dioxide.  This  deficiency  was  most  probably  due  to 
prolonged,  or  damp  storage,  and  the  Vendor  has  been  cautioned. 

An  informal  sample  of  Rum  was  found  to  contain  8 per 
cent  of  excess  water,  but  a subsequent  formal  sample  from  the 
same  source  proved  to  be  genuine. 
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An  informal  sample  of  Beef  Suet  was  1 per  cent  deficient 
in  fat. 

An  informal  sample  of  lard  proved  to  be  “ Cooking  Fat  ” 
and  the  person  responsible  was  cautioned. 

Two  informal  samples  of  Sausages  were  found  to  contain 
a small  amount  of  permissible  preservative,  but  the  prescribed 
notice  to  this  effect  was  not  visibly  exhibited  on  the  premises 
at  the  time  of  sale.  In  one  instance  however,  it  was  subse- 
quently ascertained  that  such  a notice  was  usually  displayed, 
but  that  it  had  temporarily  been  obscured  by  other  m»atters. 
Both  parties  were  cautioned  as  first  offenders  in  this  respect. 

All  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as 
being  genuine,  and  free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives  and 
colouring  matter. 

Following  are  particulars  of  prosecutions  instituted  under 
the  act,  and  competed  during  the  year  : —
